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STRENGTH IN UNITY 
Once mo re Western Euro pe has mo v ed a 
big stride to ward the eco no mic and po liti­ 
cal unity which may in time bring it truly 
abreast o f the mo dern industrial age. 
France, Italy , West Germany , Belgium, 
Ho lland and Lux embo urg hav e just agreed 
to establish—o v er a 12 to 17 y ear perio d— 
a bro ad co mmo n market fo r their respec­ 
tiv e industrial pro ducts. 
This means that their present co nstrict­ 
ing tariff walls and o ther trade barriers 
wo uld go do wn and the six natio ns wo uld 
in a v ery real sense beco me o ne co untry 
eco no mically . In fact, the agreement also 
embraces all their o v erseas territo ries. 
In additio n to this, the six agreed upo n a 
po o l o f their ato mic energy reso urces under 
a Euro pean Ato mic Energy Co mmissio n. 
To a co ntinent co ntinuo usly sho rt o f o ther 
po wer so urces, this co mbine may pro v e o f 
the mo st v ital significance. 
A co mmo n market fo r Western Euro pe 
already ex ists in co al and steel. What is 
no w’ to be set up wo uld be an ex tensio n o f 
that arrangement to the full range o f Eu­ 
ro p e's o utput. 
Such a tariff-free unio n has been urged 
fo r y ears as a basic step to ward giv ing the 
co ntinent the real benefits o f industrializa­ 
tio n. The eco no mists insist that mass pro ­ 
ductio n techniques, with co nsequent adv an­ 
tages in lo wer prices to co nsumers, can­ 
no t be realized witho ut bro ad mass mar­ 
kets. A Euro pe cho pped up into v ario us 
walled-o ff segments fails to pro v ide them. 
It sho uld be no ticed that Britain is ab­ 
sent fro m the gro up o f natio ns which will 
sign the co mmo n market pact in Ro me 
nex t mo nth. But this do es no t mean Britain 
is indifferent to the need fo r a wider Euro ­ 
pean trade are£ . 
Britain has in fact pro po sed a Euro pean 
free-trade zo ne which co uld include the 
co mmo n-market natio ns and any o thers 
who might care to jo in. So mewhat differ­ 
ent rules wo uld be applied io the use o f 
tariffs but the general aim wo uld be the 
same. 
All o f these dev elo pments are v iewed 
mo st ho pefully ih America, where fo r many 
decades the adv antages o f the bro ad single 
market hav e been apparent. Here mass 
pro ductio n has reached its highest lev els. 
If these plans are ex ecuted well, Western 
Euro pe may also mo v e to ward a higher 
eco no mic plane. And it may lay the gro und- 
wo rk fo r a po litical unio n that co uld co n­ 
tribute heav ily to the peace o f the wo rld.

PENNIES SAVED 
An o ld max im, “ A penny sav ed is a penny

We 
sav ed mo re last y ear than in any y ear since 
Wo rld War II. 
Tho ugh the ex perts wo uld like to see this 
go o n fo r a much lo nger time befo re they 
put faith in it as a definite trend they are 
happy abo ut the high rate o f sav ings be­ 
cause they see it as a way o f curbing in­ 
flatio n. Sav ings pro v ide capital fo r ex pan­ 
sio n. Mo netary o fficials wo uld like to see 
the natio n’s eco no mic ex pansio n pro ceed 
Dnly at such a rate that it can be paid fo r 
with funds the peo ple are sav ing. 
At present, the demand fo r mo ney fo r 
capital inv estment is still ahead o f sav ings 
Also , a new’ rush by co nsumers to buy go o ds 
is quite po ssible, and that wo uld slo w do wn 
the rate o f sav ings and widen the gap be­ 
tween accumulated capital and the demand 
fo r mo ney . Nev ertheless, champio ns o f the 
o ld co ncept o f thrift can take satisfactio n 
in the peo ple’s apparent desire to put away 
mo re o f their inco me. It is a healthy trend.

. under the term s of the Korean Armis­ 
tice Agreement, the Chinese Communists have 
the obligation to give us whatever information 
they can about the fate of these men. Despite 
this obligation, and despite our vigorous efforts 
at Geneva and at Panmunjom, the Communists 
have refused to give a satistactory accounting for 
these men.” •

It is impossible to get away from the fact that 
the Red Chinese refuse to gave a satisfactory ac­ 
counting for these men. They may be alive, sick 
or dead they may be happy or miserable. All that 
their parents can do is keep a light burning in 
the window in the hope that they may come home 
one day. This country has been at war with 
Spaniards. Germans and Japanese, but it has 
never encountered a foe who disregards the basic 
amenities among nations w’hich is to treat prison­ 
ers of w ar as innocent persons who obey orders 
and at*e caught in an unfortunate situation. 
“Theirs not to reason why, 
Theirs but to do and die.” 
The attitude of the State Department is also 
contained in the phrase: 
. . In keeping with 
our country’s position that international prob­ 
lems should be resolved without force and threats 
of force. . . . ” But when a country deals with a 
nation that only knows force and that only re­ 
spects force, what is the value of a prolonged 
palaver? It would be just as suitable to hold no 
conferences. to avoid meetings and to wait until 
the course of ¿vents solved all problems. Certain­ 
ly there can be no solution in the endless meet­ 
ings at Geneva. 
I am constantly receiving letters from mothers 
in search of missing sons. There must be more 
than a casual responsibility on the part of our 
government for these boys and for the peace of 
mind of their parents. Granted that the Red 
Chinese have other purposes than the American 
negotiators at Geneva. The Americans want the 
remaining 10 civilians released: they want to 
know about the 450 American servicemen alive 
or dead; they want to eliminate the possibility of 
war over Formosa. The Red Chinese want to be 
admitted into the United Nations and if possible, 
they want to be recognized by the United States. 
Obviously there can be no meeting of the 
minds. The R ei Chinese are in a position to say 
that the United States begs the issue; the Ameri­ 
cans can say that the Red Chinese are blackmail­ 
ing them for a seat in the United Nations. How­ 
ever you look at it, it is a dreadfully bad ^situa­ 
tion, particularly for the parents of the 450 for 
whom there may not even be a decent grave. 
A complicating factor in this situation is that 
we never were at war with Red China. It was a 
United Nations police action against North Korea. 
After General Douglas MacArthur had virtually 
defeated the North Koreans, the Red Chinese 
took over this war as volunteers. But it was not 
really a war, although many were killed in it. It 
was a police action like the present United Na­ 
tions patrol along th° banks of the Suez and in 
the Sinai Peninsula. So. if the United Nations 
takes over the Gaza Strip, it would not be im­ 
perialism: it will be an international police action 
to keep Israel and Egypt separated. A fight might 
be very disturbing, indeed. And so, these countri*« * 
must be separated. 
Thus far, no American troops are involved in 
the Suez police action nor will they be in the 
Gaza police action. Up to now, the United Nations 
has not favored the larger countries getting into 
it, but there is no telling what can happen, par­ 
ticularly as the Eisenhower Doctrine calls for the 
United States sending troops to any Middle E ast­ 
ern country that wants aid against the Commu­ 
nists. There is no telling how’ large a force that 
might commit. There is no telling anything about 
it at all. Nor is it possible to know’ whether an 
Arab country asking aid against Russia might 
not. in time, ask Russia for aid against the United 
States. This is a mixed up world and all sorts of 
things happen.

PARANOID DISORDERS 
Paranoid disorders have been defined as a psy­ 
chosis characterized by delusions of persecution 
and hallucinations. A psychosis itself is a special­ 
ized mental disorder. 
In the British Journal of 
Clinical Practice, it is stated by Dr. Ian Skottowe 
of the W arneford and Park Hospitals, Oxford, 
that paranoid disorders are states of mental ill- 
health in w’hich the patient m isinterprets his so 
cial environment in the light of a feeling, which 
may amount to a conviction, that chance events 
refer especially to him and are caused by a spe­ 
cial attitude toward him on the part of others— 
usually hostility but sometimes affection—when, 
in fact, no such attitude exists. As a conseq uence, 
h e is commonly furtive, aggressive and hostile 
toward his associates. 
These disorders may be temporary oc* lasting, 
and in either case, mild or severe. They may ap­ 
pear as forerunners to almost any mental illness 
or they may persist by themselves in the form of 
Ulnesi&s in their own right. So defined, paranoid 
disorders are very’ common although their exact 
occurrence is unknown. Limited forms accounted 
for nearly one-eighth psychotic patients admitted 
to a mental hospital. 
Four-fifths of the men 
were under 40 years old and four-fifths of the 
women were over 40. 
About one-half of these 
patients had been discharged from hospital when 
followed up two years after admission. 
What causes such a psychosis? 
One way *in 
which an individual may react to personal inade­ 
q uacy, failure, insecurity or rejection is to blame 
it on somebody else. 
Many who are wrongdoers 
in thought or in deed are q uick to see criticism in 
the simple chance actions or remarks of their 
associates. 
Such attitudes of mind and trends 
of thought are denoted by 
the term “projec­ 
tion.” 
The prevailing mood (affect) which un­ 
derlies them is usually one of resentm ent or guilt, 
strongly tinged with suspiciousness. This is such 
a common human tendency that it cannot be re­ 
garded as abnormal by itself but it is the basic 
psychological pattern from which paranoid dis­ 
orders are most freq uently derived. Occasionally 
they appear to be derived from the projection of 
a strong erotic desire, as seen when a woman 
imagines her doctor or her parson is in love with 
her, but even in that case, resentment, guilt and 
suspiciousness usually appear, too. 
Knowiedge of the reasons why some individ­ 
uals react thus to inadeq uacy, ill fortune, or sex 
instinct or love life, while others react by de­ 
pression. excitement or daydreaming is incom­ 
plete. 
The explanation may lie chiefly in the 
way the patient is made, hence the importance 
of studying constitution. The biographies of some 
patients show a slow’, continuous development 
from normality, through paranoid traits of char­ 
acter and paranoid reactions till they reach 
point of definite delusions. 
Others just show 
paranoid reactions in certain circumstances and 
get over them when these circumstances change. 
In some few cases, the first warning may be the 
sudden declaration of some delusion. 
For exam­ 
ple, a w’orker may walk into a company cafeteria 
and “sense” that everyone has stopped talking 
and is looking at him or her. It is just the some 
times sudden cessation of conversation we al 
have noticed in groups at one time or another 
but the paranoid person immediately thinks that 
it has some personal reference.

Con 
gress will certainly be interest 
ed to discover how the Depart 
m ent of Justice just a few day* 
ago in a move that has gone 
unnoticed generally, simply sub­ 
stituted the words ’’The United 
S tates” for the names of a local 
school board as a party to a law 
suit in federal court. By that 
device the 18 defendants ar­ 
rested for allegedly hindering 
the federal injunction at Clin­ 
ton, Tenn., can be deprived of a 
trial by jury and put in jail as 
unfairly as if they were living 
in some totalitarian country’.

or

outside, 
when the principals to a contro­ 
versy refuse to obey a court or­ 
der, a jury trial can usually be 
obtained on req uest. But it is 
something novel when a lawsuit 
has been started by private par­ 
ties to find the Departm ent of 
Justice petitioning the federal 
court to amend the original pe­ 
tition and substitute the words 
“United States” for those of the 
complainant. This autom atically 
bars a jury trial. 
Abuse o f Po wer 
If the federal judge in Knox­ 
ville, Tenn., approves this re­ 
q uest and it is sustained on ap­ 
peal by the courts it will not 
be necessary for the Congress 
to legislate on “civil rights.” 
All that will be needed is for 
the Departm ent of Justice to 
w rite out the orders and the 
courts will uphold them. 
This is- a flagrant abuse of 
power—much worse than any 
cited in the recent hearings be­ 
fore the House Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee by the critics of the pro­ 
posed “civil rights” legislation. 
It is ironical that the Amer­ 
ican Civil Liberties Union — 
which on February 26th made a 
commendable statem ent criticiz­ 
ing the federal court injunction 
issued at Clinton, Tenn.. as be­ 
ing too broad — didn’t know’ 
that on February 25th the same 
federal judge was being asked 
by the Departm ent of Justice 
to deprive citizens of a chance 
for jury trial. The Civil Liber­ 
ties Union statem ent had right­ 
ly criticized the injunction as 
too broad and had said that “to 
the extent that it enjoins speech 
in opposition to or advocating 
ignoring of the order, or peace­ 
ful picketing for these purposes, 
it is invalid.”
